REMARKS 


Entry of the foregoing amendment is respectfully requested. The 
amendment places the application in condition for allowance and is, therefore, 
appropriate under Rule 1 16. 

By the present amendment, claims 1 and 8 are canceled, and claims 2, 4, 
7, 9, and 20-21 are amended. 

It is respectfiilly submitted that the claims are in condition for allowance. 

Claims 9-19 were not rejected over the prior art. They were only rejected 
as being dependent on a rejected base independent claim, and were indicated as 
being allowable upon having been amended or rewritten in independent form 
and to include all of the limitation of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that claim 9, which was amended to 
include the subject matter of claim 1 and claim 8, on which it directly 
depended, and claims 10-19, dependent on claim 9, are now allowable. 

It is respectfiilly submitted that claims 2-7 and 20-22 amended to depend 
on claim 9, directly or indirectly, are also allowable as being dependent on an 
allowable subject-matter.
